Unfortunately, in February 1953 this Agency found it advisable to 
review manpower commitments ani to cartail niri ily. Therefore, 
on 17 February 1953 a letter was sent to ising thet STAT 
we were unable at that time to make any commitments rugarding emmloyment 
and suggested that, if convenient, she take the matter up with us again 
in about six weeks. contacted this Agency again in May 
1953, and on 4 August was vent a latter requesting that she call 
our Personmel people, as we had been umeble to reach her by telephone. 
At this time it wig also requested that her application form be brought 
up to date.
